That 
his ftock of Powder would be 
ſoon exhauſted, as well as the 
Granadoes, yet. he believed he 
had enough, if (what he had 
heard ſay were true). to wit, 
that the King of Poland was 
athand. The Duke of Lorrain 
anſwered Staremberg by .' the 
ſame man that brought him 
the Letter. Who. being. got 
ſafe into the Town, had- no 
ſooner delivered his Letters to 
Staremberg, but this Governour 
finding they confirmed the ar- 
rival of the King of Poland, 
and that the Town would be 
ſoon reliev'd, imparted this 
good news to the Citizens and 
Garriſon, 

Which 
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Which ſo greatly encourag- 
ed both, that it gave new 
ſtrength to reſiſt the Tyrks 
when they ſhould come to 
make their grand affault, and 
the:hope of being -foon deliver- 
ed from danger, made them 
not! only reſpect that which 
they had already been in, as 
a thing of ſmall conſequence, 
but moreover deſpiſe that 
wherewith they were now 
threatned. The Citizens de- 
fired to keep guard in the Soul- 
diers room, whom they would 
willingly have eaſed, but al- 
though Starembers did not 
doubt of 'their good will, yet 
would he not truſt them with 
the Poſts of Conſequence , 
fearing, leaſt the Enemy com- 
ing at that time, they would 
not ſtand their ground ſo trw- 
.B-2 ly 
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ly as the Souldiers, who being 
of greater experience , mutt 
nol he leſs fearful. 

In ſhort, this terrible day, 


.__ wherein the Twrks:were:tb:dv 


{ſuch wonders, being come, they 
betook . themlelves - to: their 
Arms, at the ſound. of their 
Drums, Hautbois and Trum- 
pets. They made ſeveral mar- 
ches to make the greater ſhew 
of their forces; and /{trike the 
City with greater fear. Which 
done, the Cannon which had. 
played ever ſince break of day, 
with more noiſe than Execu- 
tion, ceaſed, tilt it began'by a 
general diſcharge, which was 
the ſignal of the aflault which 
they intended. 

At the ſame time one might 
ſee thoſe that were to give the 
firſt on-ſet, who were all in 

| battel 
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battel array, at the entrance 
of the Trench ſeparate them- 
ielves one from another to 
march where they were or- 
dered:; ſome with Axes, others 
with: offenfive Arms, but all 
with unuſual briskneſs. The 
aſſault laſted ſix hours, during 
which the; Chriſtians went 
through great difficulties. For 
the Infidels were relieved con- 
tinually by freſh men, whereas 
the Chriſtians had no ſooner 
got rid of one Enemy , but 
they had to deal with a ſecond, 
which was ſucceeded by athird, 
and ſo on. 

The Citizens, whom Starem- 
berg 'had-put all in Arms, ſome 
to: guard the publick places, 
others :to ſecure diverſe paſ- 
ſages, knowing their whole 
fortune conſiſted in the defence 
E-23 of 
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of the Souldiers, whom they 
were informed were very hard 
put to it, delired Staremberg 
they might aſſiſt them. * 

- The Count ſeeing his: men 
ready to faint under the num- 
ber of the: Enemy , was well 
enough Hare at. this Offer. 
And ſeaſonably putting 'em in 
mind of their Wives and Chil- 
dren , their Iiberty and Reli- 
g10n , he fo greatly animated 
them , that they preſented 
themielves on the Breach with 
more courage than he expected: 
The tight which ſeeni?d. to a» 
bate by the fatigue of the 
Souldiers, began there- with 
great bravery. The Turks who 
now promiſed themſelves an 
aſlared\Vitory, enraged:to ſee 
it ſnatcht out of their hands, 
tought like men deſperate, But 
the 
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the Chriſtians urged by greater 
motives, to uſe their whole 
ſtrength , ſo vigorouſly repnl- 
ſed them, that afſiſted by the 
Soldiers, who had taken breath, 
and the advantage, which 
commonly the beſieged have 
over the Aſſailants, they made 
the Infidels turn their backs, 
a great number of whom re- 
mained 1n the breach. 
-* The Grand /'ſer, ſecing on 
what fide ſoever he turn'd his- 
men,” things ſucceeded ill, ſoon 
ſounded a retreat, leſt matters 
ſhould grow worſe. He with- 
drew into his Camp mad with 
vexation and deſpair. For 
after this Tryal,, wherein he 
had loſt above ; 000 men, bes 
ſides thoſe that were wounded; 
who were near” the ſame num+ 
ber, he fear'd;, . and* that not 
| E 4 without 
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without cauſe,his Troops ſhould 
mutiny againſt him. In etfect, 
the Jarniſaries who had ſut- 
fered much 1a all the attacks, 
and eſpecially in this latter , 
demanded without {pending 
any more time fruitlefly before 
this place, to raiſe the liege, 
adding that of 12000 whuch 
they were but fix weeks paſt, 
they now could number them- 
{elves._but ſix, and thoſe ſo 
weakned, that. they were not 
11. condition to undertake any 
thing. _ 

This beginning of a ſedition 
was- a greater affliction to the 
Grand Fifi» than the ill ſuc- 
ceſs, which he came now from 
having in his enterprize, and 
it greatly concerning him to 
ſtifle 1t 10 its birth, he made 
ule of the 422, which is the 

wy. name 
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name of him that commands 
them, and obtained from them 
at" Is interceſſion , to keep 
'within bounds - of their duty, 
.1n conſideration of a certarn 
ſum of Money which he pro- 
-mis'd them : a remedy ordi- 
'narily *ufed *to6 wonrer 4 their 
diſcontents,' but which inſtead 
of eftecting this, commonly, 
makes it ſpring up again on the 
firſt occafion. *... 

The Grand Yiſier was no 
ſooner freed from this trouble, 
but he fell into ancther. For 
he was inform*d that the King 
'of Poland, having been too 
hard for Teckeh*s vigilancy , 
marcht at a great rate to the 
ſuccor of YVrenpa, and that his 
Avantguard was already ar- 
riv'd on the banks of the 
Dazuibe, to which he would

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joyn himſelt. in. a: few days. 
_ e At this news he cauſed: the 
wounded and: fick.. to be: car- 
ried. out of the Camp, and 
having added thereunto new 
fortifications, he bethought of 
reducing the Town, before the 
Poles came to .attack him, 
which could not. be. yet, their 
Army. being tired. by a: long 
march, and needed ret. 
_.. Several other Princes had 
joyn'd in. perſon. with their 
Troops the Army: of the Em- 
peror, as the Duke of Bavaria, 
and the Duke of Saxony, Be- 
fides.there came from all. parts 
of Chriſtendom, Fraxce ex> 
cepted, a great number of 
Lords and Perſons of Quality 
to. the Emperors Army.. All 
which. was likely to raiſe-the 
ſiege, without: any. longer ex- 
py pecting 
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peaing the King of Poland, 
{uppoling he had tarried -any 
time. - But: theſe two: Princes 
being unwilling” to: obey ' the 
Dake of Lorraiz, and he being 
as unwilling to yield to them 
the: command, all. theſe great 
forces lay uſeleſs, till the King. 
of Polaxd ſhould come tomake 
them agree. For they began: 
already to look upon one ano- 
ther with-an 11} Eye,-not con- 
{idering, that their . buſineſs - 
was: not to contend. for prehe- 
.winence, but for the fatety of 

Chriſtendom: | | 
As tor the Varquils of Bram- 
depbenre, he had tor fome-11me 
flattered the. Emperour: with 
fending-him a conſiderable ſup-. 
ply , but: being urg'd to per- 
form what he had promis'd,and 
hindred: by. the. Alliance'* ot 
| France, 
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France, he fought a pretence 
to break his word, which he 
found in the 'demand of. the 
Dutchy of Brieg, Lignits, and 
Wolaaw, over which he pre- 
tended a lawful Right. And 
truly the Emperor.was reduced 
to ſuch an extremity, that *twas 
thought he would grant him 
this demands rather than he 
without. his aſſiſtance. But 
what the Marquiſs of Braader- 
burg did,- being only for a fair 
Tetence. to rr; nun himſelf, 

e thereupon adds another de- 
mand , which he knew the 
Emperor would never grant 
him. To wit, to permit the 
Proteſtants of Sileſ to have 
the' free exerciſe of their Reli- 
gion, whereupon the Emperor 
phinly perceiving whence this 
dealing came, waited no more 
on his. promiſes. Count 
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Count' Watdec , who 'was 
deche'd Pritee'of the Empire, 
vety/ lately,” and who had 
.Command- of the | Circular 
Troops giver him , came like- 
wiſe into the Emperors Army, 
who by reaſon of his 'experi- 
ence in the War, and'Zeal to 
his ſervice, was willing to 
confer with him about the 
manner of ſaving Vienna. The 
Emperor approv'd of what- 
ſoever he offer'd him there- 
upon , but expeCting the King 
of Poland, who was ro decide 
the whole matter , this advice 
and that of ſeveral others, on 
the ſame ſubje&', fterv'd only 
to- content him at that mo- 
ment, for the whole'order of 
it was chang'd as ſoonas ever. 
that Prince was come.

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In fine, he arriv'd at Holbroy, 
on the ſecond. of. September, 
with, the braveſt Cavalry. the 
World ever ſaw, but. ſo tur'd, 
that. 'twould be to hazard 
all, to attempt any thing in 
the Conclition- they. were.

WwasAat variance with the chief- 
eſt Officers of his Army, who 
were of opinion that without .

the ſoundneſs oe their advice, 
that their Army was fo tired 
with this long ſiege, that-the 
Soldiers had more need of reſt

ly dreaded.. But. beſides that

leſs courage 3 ſo that neyer:was 
an hotter diſpute on both ſides. 

Whilſt this happened ,: the 
Lang of Poland was ingaged 
with the Grand Viſiter, who-had: 
marclrd up to him, , with-more: 
conrage than prudence. . For 
without conſidering he left the 
Poſt, where. he had lodged his. 
Cannon, and whence he might 
greatly moleſt the Chriſtians, 
he began the charge, whereas. 
he ſhould have expected the 
King of Poland to come'and 
charge” him, But whether he: 
be- 
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believed there was any. advan- 
tage to him that gave the firſt 
oniet, or ' would thereby ani- 
mate his men, of whoſe cou- 
rage he donbted, he negleQted 
to ule thefe- precautions, of 
winch he preſently repented. 
For his. Troops grving back , 
after the rſt cha rge,the Chriſt- 
tans, 10 - boldly purfued them, 
that thofe that had the care of 
the Cannon dyrlt not fire , left 
it ſhould prove as 'hurtful to 
their own men as ours. 
 Staremberg being advertized 
by. .perfons whom he had Por 
ced in the higheft parts of the 
Town , that the beginning of 
the:combate was as favorable 
to the :Chriftians as could be 
defired, made at the ſame time

But his prudence, hin- 
dring him from» going far from.

not. able: to follow the Horſe, 
which rather fled than held on 
an- ofderly'; March , ſeveral of 
'emt were cut' in pieces, and 
there were_not a 47h part of 
**m1ayed. +. 
The King of Poland having 
made a Detachment, to put in- 
tothe Town, and given thanks 
to God for his ViQory, in the 
very: Field where he gained it, 
gave ſtrict command; under 
o_ penalties, that no-one 

ould leave his rank to plun- 
der. The Dukes of Bavaria, 
Saxony, and Lorrain, who had 
fought likewiſe with a great 
deal of courage; did as much 
on their ſide, and the keeping 
of the Turks Camp was con- 
fign'd to three thouſand men, 
whilft a. Council of War =
